In the good old boom days a big 
effort was made to have Red Deer 
known throughout Canada .as “The 
Garden City of Alberta.” Many of 
the sreidents have lent reason to the 
name each year through the splendid 
flowers and vegetables grown in 
their gardens. 

The reason for the existence of the 
Horticubtural Society is the encourage- 
ment of the enterprise of these peo- 
ple. The annnual show was held last 
Thursday in the Armouries, and cer- 
tainly more than justified the claims 
of the as tocfation. Entries ‘were 


greater t.:an ever before, and the 
number of exhibitors has increased. 
There were also several splendid 


entries from people that did not wish 
to compete but to help out the digplay, 
special mention being due Mrs. R. L. 
Gaetz, Mns. N. White, Mrs. John Mc- 
Millan, Mrs. Dan Smith and Mrs. W. 
J. Botterill. 

There was keen competition, and a 
most ‘beautiful display of astens, with 
W. Russell and T. H. Harvey sharing 
the honors; T. S. Miller showed 
doubters that beautiful roses could be 
grown out of doors, and also carried 
off several prizes in sweet peas, a 
flower that he always excels in rais- 
ing. Commissioner Stephenson ‘had a

THE PROBLEMS OF A 
UNITED CANADA 


Alfred Speakman, M.P., Addresses 
Rotary 


Alfred Speakman, M.P., was the 
guest of the Rotary Club on Friday 
last and delivered a splendid address 
on “The Problems of a_ United 
Canada.” 

Mr. Speakman is a forceful, fluent 
and pleasant speaker, and gave a 
most excellent address, ‘which was 
listened to with the greatest atten- 
tion by those present. 

He started out by stating that one 


of the greatest problems which cun-| 
. in| welcome. 


fronted all citizens in the west 
common today was the great problem 
of marketing, and he contend that 
all citizens should unite in a common 
endeavor to solve this problem, which 
was being taken up so strongly by the 
farmers of the west with the wheat 
pool at the present time. 

He divided his address into a 
number of parts. First, geographical: 
He spoke of the great extent of terri- 
tory comprising our country; it was a 
continent rather than a country and 
consisted of a number of countries. 
Canada promises to be a great country 
owing to its vast and varied resourc- 
es. The present difficulties were cost 
of transportation and lack of inter- 
course and understanding. The east 
and west were divided by a_ wilder- 
ness which was greater than an 
ocean, with the result that there was 
sectional antipathy. 

Secondly, the racial problem was a 
most difficult one to solve. The two 
primal races, English and French, 
with different characteristics, aspir- 
ations and traditions, confronted you 


on every side in the east, neither un- 
derstanding the other. He had visited 
at French families where the most 
charming hospitality had been extend 
ed to him. He ventured to express 
the opinion that while the French did 
not mix much with the English, the 
English ‘were just as hard to get on 
with, as they would not mix with the 
French. He hoped the time would 
come ‘when we would all meet on one 
level plane as Canadians. 

“We need statesmen of vision,” said 
the speaker, “to conduct the affair 
of state, but the greatest responsi- 
bility rested on the citizens them- 
selves, as no nation is greater than 
{ts citizenship.” 

Mr. Speakman thought that through 
Rotary, and our daily life and busi- 
ness, we learn to understand and ap- 
preciate the problems of the other 
man, as through greater knowledge 
and fuller understanding comes sym- 
pathy and toleration, and from 
which springs the spirit of active, in- 
telligent co-operation which = alone 
ean solve problems of a united Cana- 
da.

To the Editor of The News: 


Sir,—The Presbyterian Witness is 
broadcasting its Church Union editor- 
jals, in advance, all over Canada. 
Will you therefore kindly permit a 
few words, first on the Witness, then 
on its statements. : 

During the past three years or so 
The Witness has cost the Presby- 
terian Church some forty-five thous- 
and dollars, and has thus helped to 
cause the deficit in her mission funds. 
Another factor in that deficit is the 
attempted coercion, miscalled “Un- 
ion.” There are many who will not 
give _to the church so long as there is 
an attempt to blot'out that church by 
act of parkiament. 

In this state of affairs, with mis. 
sionaries sending home piteous ap 
peals for means to retain their native 
workers, the Witness, under officia'! 
direction, linstead of bending all its 
energies to the removal of that deficit. 
and to ‘helping the church which has 
expended upon it so great a sum, is 
being devoted to the coercion which is 
bringing to the church nothing but ill. 
bringing deficit, division and distrust 
and whch, continued, will bring disas- 
ter. 

May I now turn from the Wtness 
to its statements regarding the doc- 
trine and policy of the proposed new 
church. As to doctrine, the Witnes<« 
claims that there is full and ample 
statement of Christian ‘truth in the 
basis of union. But the Witness omits 
to state that no one is pledged to ac- 
ceptance of lhat basis of union. In 
the Presbyterian Church, both minis- 
ters and elders, in their ordination 
vow3, profess to accept the Standards 
of the Presbyterian Church’as “found- 
ed on and agreeable to the word of 
God," and promise “faithfully to ad- 
here thereto.” The people thus know 
where their ministers and elders stand 
jn relation to scripture truth. But in 
the proposed new church the ordin- 
ation vows of ministers make no refer.

BANK OF MONTREAL 
CROP REPORT 


22nd August, 1923. 


General: Harvesting is now in  pro- 
gress in the southern portions of the 
Prairie Provinces and should be gen- 
eral within a week. The weather 
conditions on the whole are favour- 
able. In Alberta the yield should be 
above the average. In Saskatchewan 
results will not be as good as antici- 
pated owing to damage by rust and 
saw-fly. In Manitoba the wheat com- 
ing forward is of lowergrade than last 


year. In Ontario threshing of fall 
wheat shows wheat above average 
and quality good. Cool weather 


has retarded ripening of grain in 
Quebec. Cutting of oats has begun, 
an average yleld. Potatoes a good 
crop. New Brunswick hay yield is be- 
low average. Potatoes very promis- 
ing. In Nova Scotia conditions are 
favourable for all crops. Bumper hay 
crop here and in Prince Edward 
Island. In British Columbia grain 


ing operations. Rust has reduced 
yield, but damage not widely. extend- 
ed and good average crop anticipated. 
Regina District: ‘Reports from the 
southern section show patchy condi- 
tions, yield varying from heavy to 
eight and ten bushels of low grade. 


South-central and eastward portions 


unsatisfactory with wide damage 
from rust and saw-fly. South of C. 


P. R. main line yield not over aver- 


age, harvesting general. Winnipeg 
District: At least twenty-five percent. 
of harvesting completed under favour- 
able conditions except in the north 
where showers have caused delay. 
Wheat shipments coming forward, 
grade gemerally much lower’ than 
last year, and yield shows wide vari- 
ation. 


Province of Quebec 


Grain generally of good appearance, 
but ripening retarded by unseasonable 
weather, and in some sections oats 
lodged by heavy rains and wind. In 
the Laurentian and Ottawa Valley 
districts cutting of oats commenced, 
average yield estimated. Roots late, 
but generally doing well, good crop 
anticipated, especially potatoes. The 
apple crop will probably be light. 
Pastures are in fair condition. 


Province of Ontario 


The threshing of fall wheat is now 
well under way. The yield ‘is above 
the average and the quality good. 
Spring grains now being harvested. 
Corn has improved and a good Crop fs 
now assured. - Fall and winter apples 
promise well. Roots are making good 
progress; pastures are-still dried up. 


Maritime Provinces 


In New Brunswick St. John Valley 
hay crop below average, potatoes are 
doing well and a good clean crop is 
looked for. In northern districts hay 
and grass pastures are only fair. In 
the eastern distnicts crops generally 
are good. Nova Scotia weather con- 
tinues favourable for all crops. An- 
napolis Valley early fruit ripening 
well. Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island have bumper hay crops. 

Province of British Columbia 

Recent_rains have benefitted pastur- 
es and root crops. Grains a good crop, 
above average in Nicola ‘and Kam- 
loops districts. Harvesting should be 


completed in ten days. Owing to 
damage from hail, scab in certain 
sections; estimated total crop of 


Okanagan apples now reduced but is 
twenty percent. over year ago. Gen- 
eral conditions above par. Pears, 
plums and prunes below average.

CATS CRUELLY TRAPPED IN 
LONDON 


Cats are being cruelly trapped in 
London. Two boys brought their pet 
cat to the North Kensington Branch 
of the People’s Dispensary for Sick 
Animals of the Poor on June 12. A 
length of severed four strand fine 
copper wire projected from its mouth. 
At ‘the other end of the wire, firmly 
embedded in the animal’s gullet, was 
a large fish-hook. The animal was 
put under an anaesthetic, and the 
hook extracted. The hook, baited 
with meat, had evidently been secured 
to a railing. The cat, struggling to 
gain release, broke the wire and made 
its escape. Several complaints of the 
same practice have been received 
from other parts of London. 


LESLIEVILLE HISTORY 


Twenty years ago, on August 31st, 
1903, Mr and Mrs. John Reilly and 
family arrived in Red Deer, having 
come from Toronto, Ont., to take posi- 
tions on the staff of the Indian Indus- 
trial School near ‘Red Deer. They 
stayed there for one and a half years, 
when they moved west to take up a 
homestead. They came as first set- 
tlers in T. 39, R. 5, W. 5, to what is 
well and favorably known as Leslie- 
ville. They squatted for a year and 


a half, as the township was not open 
for filing on. After a year or so the 
settlers came flocking in. Among 
them wag Mr. E. Bureau, whostarted a 
general store, and with the support 
of some of the people, he got a post 
office, Which is still going. 

Many changes have taken place in 
this part of our fair province. Forests 
have ‘been changed into beautiful 
fields of timothy ‘hay and wheat, oats, 
barley and potatoes. 

We shave roads and bridges now, 
where we then had nothing but trails 
and no bridges. Thanks to Senator 
Michener for his part in the getting 
of roads and bridges. 

We have a church and Sunday 
schoo} as well as day schools. Also a 
good community. hall; and then not 
least among our improvements is the 
C.N.R., that runs through the village 
to Nordegg, 3 trains’ each way ‘per 
week. 

We have an elevator here also, and 
many other adavntages that the old 
timers did not have, ‘but it is the 
pioneers like Mr. and Mrs. Reilly that 
helped to make Alberta what it is to- 
day, and it is hoped by a large circle 
of friends that they will be spared 
ee years to enjoy the fruits of their 
abor.

New locomotives of the Mikado type for the movement of the 1923 grain crop over the Canadian 


National Railways have begun to reach the West. The new locomotives, which were built at Montreal, 
are of the latest type with all new improvements. They are 73 feet in length and weigh approximately 


450,000 pounds with a drawbar pull equal to 5,500 tons. 


The engines, which are for freight use, are 


equipped with automatic stokers, Westinghouse air brakes and air reverse and have the new type of 
Worthington feeder, water heater and pump. One of the changes in the new engine is the cab design, all 
mountings being installed in a box outside of the cab instead of inside the cab as in former types. 


Twenty-three of the new engines are coming West for the Manitoba division in time for the begin- 
ning of the grain movement and 22 are coming for the Saskatchewan division. An idea of the size of the 
new engines may be gathered from the fact that before starting out on a run they require 12 tons of 


coal and 8,300 gallons of water to comovlete their tender supplies. 


The new engines are all equipped with 


the Booster truck and ten of those to be delivered later will have Booster engines installed. These provide 
practically additional motive power on the tender and are of great value in starting heavy trains. The 
engines are being placed in service as quickly as they reach the Western divisions,

NATIVE MUSIC 


There is an oft-quoted saying: ‘Let 
me make the songs of a nation and 
I care not who makes its laws” It fs 


one of those epigrammatic exaggera- 
tions which gain force by arresting 
originality and a good deal of half- 
comprehending repetition. Yet if one 
is studying a nation one should study 
its songs. Sometimes they reflect its 
character very closely. At other times 
they may help to mould that ‘charac- 
ter in periods of crisis. “The iMar- 
seillaise” called out in the raw, half- 
trained, ill-equipped troops of the ‘first 
French Republic an ardour of enthu- 
siasm which had its results in Valmy 
and succeeding triumphs. Was not the 
German poet Korner said to have 
sung the great Napoleon out of Ger- 
many by the wave of patriotism which 
his songs evoked? The negro race, in 
North America at any rate, is so sus- 
ceptible to the influence of music that 
it has been described as more ,easily 
governed by music than by laws. 
Thqse who know the great negro 
training college of Tuskegee, know 
the use made there of music. The 
history of a nation will sometimes 
show itself more clearly in its songs 
than in any other outward manifes- 
(ation. The memory of the last tragic 
effort on behalf of the lost Stuart 
cause is preserved in Scotland by tens 
of songs to every one monument or 
inscription. | 

If one were to attempt to judge the 
character of the English-speaking 
races of North America, Canadians 
or subjects of the United States, by 
their music, one would be inclined to 
say that there is little of originality 
and equally little of intensity of feel- 
ing. The amount of native music of 
anything like a striking character, or 
which is likely to live for any time, is 
very small with us or the States. The 
plantation melodies which everybody 
both here and in Britain knows from 
infancy, are the songs of the negro 
slaves, not of the white races. The 
French Canadian voyageurs have left 
some haunting songs behind them, 
better known in Quebec and Eastern 
Canada than with us in the West. 
The American Civil War of 1860-5 
produced some songs which still live 
and are likely to live. The magnificent 
battle hymn of the Republic set to 
the tune usually associated with‘John 
Brown's Body,” is one of these. Its 
effect, when it was heard in St. Paul's 
Cathedral at the service held to mark 
the entry of the States into the late 
War, was most moving. On a minor 
scale, “Tenting Tonight” is another 
notable Civil War song, notable, not 
for any great technical musical ex- 
cellence—in ‘that respect it is trifling. 
of course—but for the feeling expres- 
sed in it and its continuing appeal to 
the general mass of people. Gener- 
ally speaking, however, neither the 
United States nor Canada has as yet 
produced more than a very few songs 
which are in the least likely to live 
longer than a few years or months 
There is far too much of a facile pret- 
tiness or sweetness in the popular 
music of today. ‘‘Moonlight Bay” and 
similar inanities have too many admi- 
Ters among us, and imitations with 
trifling variations of popular songs 
from other countries. It seems as if 
a nation cannot begin to sing greatly 
till it begins to feel intensely.. The 
comfortable pursuit of materal pros- 
perity, the dollar philosophy, may be 
in some respects harmless, but it will 
not call forth the passionate intensity 
of emotion which finds its only ex- 
pression in’ songp, which live and 
throb through the years. 

It is somewhat surprising that the 
tremendous struggle of the late war 
did not produce any great songs in 
Canada. It did produce at least one 
freat poem which seems destined to 
live—Colonel John McRae’s “In FPlan- 
ders Fields"—one of the outstanding 


ver poems of the whole world. ft 
hits jeen suggested that America will 
poodlice no great songs till the Jap 
anese are in the passes of the Coast 
rabies, and ‘he white antl yellow 
race: are cl. ins in a deadly grapple. 
It is an int recting  theory—that 
music is like the evster's pearl, a

{t might be used to account for the 
number of great musicians who have 
come from that land of national trag- 
edy—Poland. Canada in the late war 
had her hours of tragedy. Canada is 
growing to nationhood. It will be 
interesting to see whether she will 
cease borrowing ‘her music .from 
abroad and begin to produce a music 
of her own, and if so, what character 
that music will take on.

CANADIAN NAVAL POLICY 


At the approaching Imperial Con- 
ference questions of defence will be 
amongst the most important which 
will be up for discussion, and naval 
defence is still probably the most im- 
portant for the British Empire. It is 
well to realize that at the present 
moment Canada has to all intents and 
purposes no naval defence of her own 
and contributes nothing to the naval 
defence furnished to her by Great 
Britain. The Canadian naval units 
donated by Great Britain are for the 
most part out of commission, and the 
numbers and training of the Canadian 
naval ratings, regulars and reserves, 
are insignificant. 

This is not a creditable state of 
affairs. Peace and economy are a4- 
mirable things, but a peace secured 
and protected by some one else, and 
an economy obtained by sponging are 
not in the least admirable. We have 
sufficiently large coast lines on the 
Atlantic and Pacific with sufficiently 
important cities and industries loca- 
ted on them to make it necessary both 
from the point of self-interest and 
self-respect that we should be able to 
protect them. It is not the slightest 
use dodging the issue by saying that 
Canada does not approve of mili- 
tarism or navalism, if that is a more 
strictly correct term, or that there is 
no danger to provide against, or that 
we put our trust in the inherent 
peacefulness of our policy or our de- 
votion to the dictates of reason rather 
than of force. That is just sheer 
unmitigated cant to cover the fact 
that some sections of our people do 
not want to incur either the trouble 
orthe expense of our own naval -pro- 
tection, and prefer to continue to hide 
behind the skirts of the mother navy, 
an arrangement sweetly proper in the 
days of our infancy, but wholly out of 
place now that we have come to 
nationhood, and haughtily insist on 
signing our own single name to fish- 
ery treaties which we have no means 
whatever of enforcing. The Liberal 
party has a poor record in this res- 
pect. One has only to remember the 
rejection by the Liberal majority in 
the Senate of the Borden govern- 
ment’s proposed contribution of ‘three 
dreadnoughts to'the’ British navy, 
ships which might have been of ‘price- 
less value in the late war before it 
ended. The arguments then employ- 
ed were the same as are now being 
employed—no danger, no necessity, no 
obligation, all of which might be 
more truthfully exchanged for no in- 
clination. 

We trust that when the Premier 
attends the Conference, he will enter 
into the discussion of plans of naval 
defence in a spirit which will enable 
us to feel that in proportion to our 
growing strength we Canadians are 
undertaking our growing respon- 
sibilities. 

FIRE INSURANCE—AN IMPOR. 
TANT JUDICIAL DECISION 


In June last ‘the Supreme Court of 
Canada delivered a decision in a 
Saskatchewan case which is possibly 
of considerable importance to people 
in Alberta and all of Canada. This 
was the case of The Colonsay Hotel 
Company et al against The Canadian 
National Fire Insurance Company et 
al. The Court decided—and by doing 
so reversed the decision of a Suprem 2 
Court judge of Saskatchewan andthe 
Saskatchewan Court of Appeal-—that 
in the event of an insured — building 
heing destroyed by fire the amount 
payable under the insurance policy or 
policies was not to be based on the 
replacement value of the buiidings 
but on their actual cash value to 
the owner at the time of the fire. 

The effect of this decision may he 
this: A man insures a building for 
$10,000.00, its value being $15,000.09 
at the time of the insurance. He pays 
the insurance premiums on this po!- 
icy for some years. Times or cireum- 
stances change in the place. Pople 
may leave the town and the building 
may be temporarily empty. Thera 
may be a general temporary depres- 
sion. The value of sae building for 
purposes of sale or present use drops 
‘o, Say, $5,000.00, Then it is burnt. 
According to this decision the owner 
cannot recover more than two-thirds 
of $5,000.00, though it might cost 
F15,.000.00 to replace the — building, 
and though a few years hence its val- 
ue might be greatly enhanced by the 
passing away of the depression in 
busine’ fh, on the other haud, the 
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building at the tlno of Insuraiiee eal 


worth only $5,000.00, alld was {tisured | 


for two-thirds of that suni, and 
through a great boom or other change 
its value rose to $15,000.00, and it was 
then burnt, there ts no question of 
the insurance company paying under |. 
the policy two-thirds of the increased 
value. They will pay no more than 
the face value of the policy. 

There is no reason to question the 
legal accuracy of the Court's decis- 
lon. That is not a matter which 
either laymen or ordinary lawyers 
can do without presumption, but 
there is ground for questioning the 
justice of the Iaw as it stands and 
has been interpreted in this decision. 
If a company gives a policy for a cer- 
tain amount and collects premiums 
based on that amount, and through 
no fault or fraud of the insurer ‘his 
building suffers a possibly quite 
temporary depreciation, it seems 
manifestly unfair that he should 
be paid on the ‘basis of that 
depreciated value in the event of a 
loss. Surely the replacement value 
is the equitable measure of the loss. 
Surely there is something quite un- 
fair and one-sided in the insurance 
company being able to reap an un- 
limited advantage from depreciation 
in value, while at the same time be- 
ing absolved from loss through en- 
hancement of value. The risks of 
over-insurance would not be increas- 
ed if the replacement value 
mude the measure of compensation 
subject of course to allowance 
wear and tear through ittime 
weather. There is something 
like a legalised breach of contract 
involved under’ such circumstances, 
and breaches of contract are only of 
temporary advantage to any one. The 
insurance companies and their legal 
advisers, as well as provincial legis- 
latures might do well to consider

PROHIBITION IN THE STATES 


A report upon the effects of prohi- 
bition in the United States made by 
Sir Auckland Geddes, British Ambas- 
sador at Washington, and dated June 
14, ‘has been issued by the British 
Foreign. Office. It contains estimates 
prepared by the Anti-Satoon League, 
the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment and the Federal Pro- 
hibition Unit of the Treasury. 

In nearly every case the Treasury 
agrees with the Anti-Saloon League. 
Both of them estimate the quantity 
of liquor consumed at 20 per cent. of 
the amount before prohibition; the 
arrests for drunkenness att 50 per 
cent., and the deaths from alcoholism 
at 20 per cent. The only serious diver- 
genceisin regard to crime, which the 
Anti-Saloon League estimates at 45 
per cent. of the earlier figure, and the 
Treasury states is 100 per cent. The 
Association ‘Against ‘Prohibition 
makes ‘the ifigure 25 per cent. greater 
by a compilation of official returns 
from thirty ‘large cities, but this esti- 
mate is disputed. There is no doubt 
that prohibition has been effective in 
the rural distriats and the smaller 
towns. It has been less effective on 
the seaboard and along the Great 
Lakes. Sir Auckland reports that 
savings deposits have increased 40 
per cent.; that the wage-earner has 
more money ‘to spend on his home 
and family, and that factory produc- 
tion has increased. 

Confirmation of the substance of Sir 
Auckland's report is found in a state- 
ment by Judge Gary, Chairman of the 
Board of tthe United States Steel Cor- 
poration, the largest employer of 
labor in that country. 

I have no hesitation in saying 
with emphasis that the Volstead 
Act and State laws for prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors have been very 
beneficial to the industry of this 
country and to the workmen con- 
nected with it and their families. 
While there have been violations 
of these laws, particularly in the 
larger cities, yet as a total result 
of the prohibitory laws there has 
been a large decrease in the use 
of liquor, at least in the vicinity 
of our various plants throughout 
the country. There has been a 
noteworthy decrease in the num- 
ber of jails, asylums and_ hospi- 
tals. There has ‘been an increase, 
and a large increase, in the bank 
balances of savings deposits. The 
health of the people has improv- 
ed. The families of workmen are 
better clothed and better treated. 
The attendance of the workmen 
and their families at church, of 
the children in schools, and of all 
of them at clean, legitimate, 
healthful resorts and places of 
amusement has materially in- 
creased. The sale and use of 
automobiles has been largely in- 
creased by the fact that a large 
majority of the workmen now 
prefer to take excursions with 
their families by automobile in- 
stead of spending ttheir time at 
the saloons or other places and 
wasting their money in practices 
that are physically injurious in- 
stead of beneficial. 

Judge Gary said that at a meeting 
of steel mei recently one of them 
stated that the famdlies of the work- 
men in the steel mills wouid vote 
with practical umanimity in favor of 
total prohibition. He added that, all 
in all, there is no doubt that a large 
preponderance of ithe workmen of the 
United States are in favor of the 
prohibition of the sale and use of all 
intoxicant. from the standpoint of 
good inorals, good economics and 
peaceful social relations.

GERMANY GRABS 
ALL THE FOREIGN 
MONEY IN SIGHT 


First Move Made in Plan for Stabili- 
zation of the Very Greatly Depre- 
ciated Currency. 


EHEUMATII 


Berlin, August 23.—The compulsory 
requisitioning for confiscation of 
foreign currency wherever found {is 
provided for in the government’s pro- 
gram of emergency measures which 
becomes effective immediately. An 
nouncement of the drastic procedur* 
was made in the course of a confer- 
ence between Chancellor Stresse- 
mann, Finance Minister Hilferding 
and Minister of Economy mRanmer, 
representing the government and a 
delegation from the league of indus- 
trialists. 

The government previously had ap- 
praised the representatives of Ber- 
lin’s banks of its determination to 
gather in all gold currencies by force 
wherever they are not surrendered 
voluntarily. The chancellor frankly 
informed the leaders of finance and 
big business that the government 
would not.countenance the slightest 
attempt to evade the provisions of 
the forthcoming emergency ordinance 
and would deat with all slackers in 
the most drastic manner. 


Gather In All Foreign Money 


It is proposed to be content with a 
formal appeal to patriotism; all for- 
eign monies wilt be gathered in with- 
out much formality, the owners being 
reimbursed with paper marks. The 
funds thus obtained will be devoted 
in part in an effort to regulate the 
internal financial chaos which is 
causing an unwarranted advance in 
prices of food commodities and also 
to establish a steady reserve from 
which food purchases abroad may be 
made. 

Some Heavy Fines 

The government's money draft ordi- 
nance will ‘be published publicly 
throughout Germany Friday. The or- 
dinance provides excessive money fin- 
es and the confiscation of private 
fortunes for the wilful concealment or 
posesssion of foreign currencies, and 
demands voluntary declaration of such 
possession on the part of owners. The 
extent to which holdings will be re- 
quisitioned depends on whether ‘the 
holder needs ‘them for legitimate busi- 
ness purposes. 

What WII! Be Realized 


The government expects to realize 
between two hundred million and 
three hundred million gold marks 
form the initial raid, and expects ‘the 
aqction will stimulate a desire to in- 
vest foreign currencies in the new 
internal government loan. Stresseman

General Hertzog Gives Interpretation 


of South African Premier’s Speech. 


‘Capetown, South Africa, Aug. 23.— 
“A new European war stares usin 
the face, this time with France. That 
is the message which Premier Smuts 
gave us last week,” declared General 


Hertuog, leader of the Nationalist 
party, Wednesday, in a statement 
commenting on Premier Smuts’ 


speech at the South African party’s 
congress at Bloemfontein, in which 
the premier appealed for South Africa 
to stand in sympathy with Britain in 
her effort'to save Europe from destrivc- 
tion. 

General Hertzog said that, although 
the premier knew that Europe was 
moving ‘towards war, he _ neglected 
the opportunity of obtaining a man- 
date from parliament as to where the 
Union of South Africa should _ par- 
ticipate in ‘the war if it came, but left 
the question to be dealt with at the 
imperial conference. He protested 
at considerable length against “this 
flagrantly unconstitutional action,” 
and warned ‘Premier Smuts that this 
would lead'to a return of discord and 
bitterness in the Union of South 
Africa.
